A  Few  Hints  on  the  Growing  of  Bulbs 

Most  spring  flowering  bulbs  should  be  planted 
after  the  middle  of  October,  unless  the  weather 
is  still  extremely  warm.  Bulbs  may  be  planted 
up  to  the  time  of  frost,  but  if  planted  a  little 
sooner  better  results  may  be  had. 

Fertilizing 

Ground  bone  may  be  added  to  the  soil,  but 
fresh  stable  manure  should  never  be  used.  If 
your  soil  is  poor,  a  mulching  of  manure  should 
be  given. 

Covering 

After  the  ground  is  frozen,  it  is  well  to  cover 
your  bulbs  with  leaves  or  other  covering  material, 
though  not  too  heavily,  and  care  should  be  taken 
in  early  spring,  uncovering  as  the  weather  be¬ 
comes  warmer. 

Delivery  of  Bulbs 

Bulbs  begin  to  arrive  from  abroad  about  Sep¬ 
tember  15  and  orders  will  be  shipped  before 
October  1 5th. 

In  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Hartford  all 
orders  amounting  to  $2.00  and  over  will  befde- 
livered  free  of  charge. 

Where  orders  have  to  be  sent  by  parcel  post, 
customers  have  to  pay  all  charges.
